Single Appropriation Bill 


Denounced as Unwieldy 


WASHINGTON—(AP)—Four weeks of actual experience 
have convinced many House members that an appropriation 
bill to run the Government, long a dream of congressional 


reorganizers, is not such a hot idea. 

Most congressional observers 
don't believe it will be repeated. 

It was tried this vear, largely at. 
the insistence of the Senate and 
Chairman Cannon, Democrat, Mis 
souri, of the House Appropriations 
Committee. 

The idea was to put into a single 
measure all departmental appro- 
priation bills which previously had, 
been handled separately. The 
theory was that. Congress thus 
would get a better picture of fi- 
nances. 

This year's bill totaled $29,000,- 
000,000 and it took the House four 
tedious weeks to dispose of it. 

The Senate hasn't had firsthand 
experience with the bill yet, but 
soon will have its chance. House 
leaders suspect the Senate will 
cool off on the idea quickly. 

Main objections voiced in the 


‘House are the bill is too unwieldy 
(more than 400 pages long); that 
reductions can’t be planned wise- 
ly: that it takes too long to con- 
sider, and that the members lose 
interest after a few days. 

“It's a lemon,” said Rep. Taber, 
of New York, top Republican on 
the Appropriations Committee. 

“I doubt if we'll try it again,” 
said Democratic Leader McCor-.- 
mack, of Massachusetts.

65-year-old house, one of the 
oldest and handsomest in the city,

Scarlett O’Hara when she built her Uy 


ornate town house in the prosper- 
ous postwar years. Constructed of 
the softer brown Stone Mountain 
granite and red brick, the 20-room 
house has the Tiffany stained-glass 
windows so admired in the period, 
gargoyles decorating windows, the 
mahogany panelling and carvings 
and Italian tile fireplaces. In the 
rear it had a sunken garden, now 
overgrown with shrubbery, and the 
lawn is ornamented with many 
notable examples of statuary in 
addition to the covey of cement 
ducks, which generations of Atlan‘ 
tans have come to regard as neces- 
sary to the Speer front lawn. 

Silvey, a pioneer drygoods mer- 
chant in Atlanta, came to Marthas- 
ville in 1835 and built a white 
house—one of the first in the city 
and a ready target for Sherman. 

The white house went with 
the wind and after the rigors of 
Reconstruction, Silvey lovingly 
planned the details of his new 
home, which went up on Marietta 
street in 1885 under the architec- 
tural supervision of W. T. Down- 
ing. 

When the house was moved in 
1900 each stone was numbered and 
the rebuilding took more than two 
years. 

Mrs. Speer’s daughter, Mrs. 
Marshall McKenzie, of Rye, N. Y., 
and Los Angeles, and her grand- 
daughter, Mrs. W. Mendenhall 
Ryon, of Norfolk, have been here 
for several weeks packing and 
storing the furnishings of the old 
house. Mrs. Speer has been ill for 
sometime but physicians gave per- 
mission yesterday for her to be 
moved into her apartment at 
1503 Peachtree Rd. 

Valuable fixtures in the house, 
including mantels, built-in side- 
boards and the valuable statuary, 
will be sold Wednesday by J. H. 
Elliott, antique dealer. 

A bronze figure on the lawn, 
made by Professor Kiss, of Ber- 
lin, and showing an Amazon maid 
battling a tiger from horseback, 
will be sold. , 

“Mr. Elliott told us we had 
three or four $5,000 fires before 
he stopped us,” laughed Mrs. Mc- 
Kenzie. “We were clearing out 
the attic and burning old papers. 
He stopped us just before we 
burned a bundle of Georgia bonds. 
We thought they were worthless 
but we learned they are paying 
off 100 cents on the dollar.” 

Even more interesting to collec- 
tors and historians were the old 
letters and photographs which 
Mrs. McKenzie unearthed in at- 
tic trunks. Some of these cover 
the War Between the States, in- 
cluding the Battle of Atlanta. 
There are deeds for property 
bought in Marthasville and there 
is an autographed photograph of 
Stonewall Jackson with a note 

from him to D. N. Speer, Mrs. 
McKenzie’s grandfather. 

Mrs. McKenzie said many rec- 
ords and pictures would be of- 
fered to the Atlanta Historical 
Society.

How To Help 
Europe Help Itself 


It is, and has been since the war, the 
announced American policy to encourage 
imports as a means of closing the dol- 
lar gap between what this country sells 
abroad and what it buys from foreign pro- 
ducers. As long as the dollar gap con- 
tinues, there will be a strong case for con- 
tinuance of foreign aid. Obviously, it is 
more sensible to buy goods from abroad 
which we can can use than to prepare to 
keep doling out foreign aid in the form of 
gifts or loans over an indefinite period. 


Though some changes in tariff rates 
doubtless will have to be made as we go 
along, the big obstacle to increasing im- 
ports is archaic customs regulations. Un- 
der present conditions it is virtually im- 
possible for a foreign seller to determine 
in advafice what the tariff rates will be 
on a product that has not been shipped 
into this country over a long period. There 
have been cases where the United States 
claimed additional tariff charges after a 
period of two years. 


Understandably, foreign producers are 
reluctant to attempt to enter the United 
States market under such conditions. Not 
many of them can afford the risk. 


There is now before Congress a bill, 
called the Customs Simplification Act, 
which will eliminate much of the present 
tariff red tape. One authority estimates 
passage of the bill will bring about an in- 
crease of $1,000,000,000 annually in im- 
ports. The bill does not change any tariff 
rates. It merely simplifies procedure. 


ECA help for Europe will expire in 
two more years. Unless the dollar gap is 
taken up by increased sales in this coun- 
try, there will be need for further aid of 
some sort after the program expires. Con- 
gress would be doing the dollar-short 
countries—and the American taxpayers as 
well—a big favor by enabling those coun- 
tries to help themselves. Simplifying tar- 
iff procedure is the first step in that di- 
rection.

WASHINGTON—With one exception, the Republicans have 
lost every national election that has taken place in the past 20 
years. That constitutes one of the longest periods of one-party 
control in the history of the nation. Based upon the present out- 
look, their prospects for winning the coming congressional eleg- 
tions appear none too bright. Nor is there any present indication 
that they will be able to stage a comeback in the Presidential 
contest of two years hence. 

All of this would seem to call for a bit of soul searching on the 
part of the GOP to determine wherein its weakness lies. While 
various efforts have been put forward by party leaders in this 
direction in the past, none of them have been productive of worth- 
while results. The party has been unable to get to the root of its 
trouble. 

No one—not even the Democrats—wants to see the GOP pass 
out of the picture as a vital force in the political life of the nation. 
Nearly everyone recognizes the need of a vigorous two-party sys- 
tem. The country has grown to its present position of greatness 
through the operations of that system, wherein the two major 
parties have engaged in free swinging tactics and effective com- 
petition. 


Facts We are not having this effective competition between the 
“™ — two parties because of certaim inherent faults of the GOP 
as it is presently constituted. It has remained for a Republican 


newspaper to define these faults more closely than any official of 


the party has been able to see. 

The Washington Daily News, a member of the Scripps-Howard 
chain of papers, had an editorial on the subject the other day 
which offers the most critical analysis of the GOP position that 
has been seen in some time. Every sober-minded Republican who 
has the welfare of his party at heart would do well to ponder the 
criticism of The News. 

The editorial starts out on the theme that “most Republicans 
continue to be as politically glamorous a# common scolds.” It 
goes on to say that “while President Truman makes political hay 
in the West, the Republicans make themselves ridiculous by send- 
ing a flying press agent to trail him across the country.” 

What the editorial referred to was the action of the Republican 
Senatorial Campaign Committee in sending its executive secretary, 
Victor Johnston, to follow the President’s train by private char- 
tered plane, issuing statements of rebuttal as he goes along against 
every whistle stop speech Mr. Truman makes on the trip. 


‘Sour’ “Back in Washington,” The News continues, “GOP 
spokesmen solemnly compose sour-stomached ‘replies’ 
to the President’s speeches. 

“Strong intelligent opposition would be good for everybody, in- 
cluding the Democrats. But sniping and sneering at Mr. Truman 
can't offset-the magic of his office... He may be a cocky little poli- 
tician, but he is also the President of the United States. A lot of 
people want to see and hear him, and a lot of people who see 
and hear him find themselves liking him. 

“Too many Republicans are making themselves awfully hard 
to like. The sooner they realize that and the sooner they provide 
some evidence that Republicans have ideas in their heads and warm 
blood in their veins, the better for them—and for the country.” 


Bitter What the editorial was saying was that the Republicans 
have become too carping in their criticisrn, that they are 
unable to see anything good in any administration program, but are 


- constantly finding fault—or if it is something that they reluctantly 


go along with they make the claim that, in their hands, it could 
be managed better. 

This has been true of too many of the forward-looking measures 
adopted during the past years of Democratic rule. It is reflected 
in the manner in which Republican leaders of the Senate are stand- 
ing back of Sen. McCarthy, of Wisconsin, in the irresponsible 
charges he has been making about Communists in the State De- 
partment. Anything to be critical and bring the administration 
under attack. 

Here is an obvious weakness in the party’s line of strategy 
called attention to by a newspaper that is a supporter of the GOP.

Tt is really just getting down to work. Sixty- 
seven nations now are members. 


It is, basically, a clearing house for ex- 
change of medical science information among 
the nations of the world and for providing tech- 
nical assistance through special missions to aid 
countries with their particular health problems. 
So that its programs can be adapted to the needs 
of the countries concerned, it is regionalized. 
WHO has compiled an international pharmaco- 
poeia, among other tasks, that provides formulae 
for making up medicines of uniform strength 
everywhere so that travelers will not have dif- 
ficulty in obtaining remedies prescribed for 
them by their own physicians. This is a monu- 
mental project. 

But it is more than a clearing house and 
laboratory. It moves in actively to cope with 
epidemics and plagues, as, for example, even be- 
fore it was fully organized, to help the Egyptian 
Ministry of Health in 1947 to stamp out, through 
mobilizing international co-operation, a cholera 
epidemic within only six weeks after the first 
case Was reported. It provided supplies and 
technical assistance to help control a typhus out- 
break in Afghanistan; sent “iron lungs” to Bom- 
bay to help combat an infantile paralysis scourge 
there, and organized prompt aid to Ecuador in 
afi earthquake disaster. It works with UNICEF, 
the international children’s agency discussed 
here previously, and with IRO, the Internationa) 

Refugee Organization. It is doing much in ma- 


fernal and child care and nutrition. 


In explaining its activities, Dr. Brock Chis- 
holm, its director-general, said, “I can think of 
no greater field for earnest, determined work. 
I can think of none in which it should be easier 
to set aside political, economic and social dif- 
ferences which still divide a world which should 
be one world.”

ence is attacking this dual problem from numerous directions. 


I am happy to report that sci- 
My spies reveal 


that one of the greatest safety-razor corporations in the world has its chemists 
hard at work on a Jotion which, when rubbed on the face with a washrag, wipes 
off the whiskers. At this stage of the game there is only one small snag. The 


lotion takes of fthe whiskers, but it also removes the face. 


The scientists are working on this. 


As soon as they produce a fluid that dissolves the whiskers, but leaves the skin intact, the razor 
firm will have the sharpest business since invention of the double-edged blade. 


Other scientists are working on super- 
sonic sound waves. You may have read 
how these are being used to remove dirt 
‘from clothes in a washing machine that 
doesn’t even move; just buzzes. These same 
‘sound waves, according to the experts in 
‘Charge, theoretically could be sprayed across 
a lawn so that their invisible power would 
snap off each blade of grass halfway up. 
Touch a button. Whoosh. And your lawn 
is cut. 


This is theory at this moment, of course. 
But there is no reason why the same noises 
of such high frequency that you can’t hear ’em 
shouldn't also shear off whiskers at their roots. 

Still another approach to this twin mowing 
problems reminds me of a hilarious program 
put on a few years back by the professional 
screwball, Jim Moran, on a radio station in Los 
Angeles. Jim announced to his listeners that 
he was advertising the Great Slow-Grow Cor- 
poration of America, which manufactured a 
tonic that kept the human hair from growing. 
Soon would put every barber in America out of 
business. 

He never could get a sponsor for a program 
spoofing the barber trade and he abandoned it. 
Now comes the United States Rubber Company 
with the same idea, or almost, except in dead 
earnest.

markable chemical called maleic hydrazide. 
When sprayed on the ground heavily it func- 
tioned as a weed killer. 

But when diluted and applied with ex 
care, it functioned as a growth inhibitor, just 
like Moran had imagined, except for grass in- 
stead of hair. 


One of the firm’s specialists took a jug 
of the stuff home with him and when the 
grass in his front yard reached the stage he 
thought the prettiest, he squirted on it a 
chemical mist. It was six weeks before he 
had to touch mower to that lawn again. 


I presume the lawnmower makers are quak- 
ing in their boots, but the rubber company says 
the time has not come for this—yet. The trou- 
ble is that hydrazide is tricky stuff. If there’s 
a smidgeon too much of it in the tank, or the 
water’s a couple of degrees too warm, goodbye 
grass. 


It kills young crab grass, keeps mature weeds 
from going to seed, and causes strawberry plants 
to produce fruit a month later than usual. It 
also keeps potatoes from sprouting in storage 
and in general would seem to be an exceedingly 
versatile chemical. How it would work on 
whiskers I do not know.

WASHINGTON—The House Ways and Means Committee finally made a modest start last week 
in figuring out methods of raising $1,000,000,000 in new Federal revenues, to offset the $1,000,000,- 
000 in excise-tax cuts already tentatively voted. First “tax avoidance” loophole to be plugged, in 


a tentative vote, was section 125 of the Internal Revenue Code. 


Treasury Department experts dis- 


closed in executive committee meetings that in the past nine months, this loophole has been cost- 
ing the Government as much as $22,000,000 a year. 


The section was amended in 1942 to give 
dealers in municipal and State bonds (which 
bear tax-free interest earnings) special privi- 
leges not permitted private investors in such

miller, Democrat, Wisconsin, asked Jones what 
justification there was for “one-armed” bandits.

Dear Constitution Reader: Beginning 
with today’s issue, the headline “type face” 
on your Constitution will be printed from 
“Bodoni” type. 


Those of us who write for and produce 
newspapers are interested in the story of 
type faces as musicians are intrigued by 
the stories of great composers; as lawyers 
are drawn to the study of decisions by noted 
judges; and as artists revere the great paint- 
ers, sculptors and etchers who created su- 
perior works. 


To a newspaper man or woman, the 
name “Bodoni” is one of the great in our 
profession. He was Giambattista Bodoni, 
artist, scholar and type cutter. He was born 
in the Piedmont of Italy in 1740 and died 
in 1813. His father owned a printing plant, 
large for its time, in the town of Saluzzo, 
where as a boy young Bodoni learned 
wood carving and engraving on wood. 


He seems to have had a talent which 
amazed all who saw his work. Because of 
his interest in printing, he learned many 
languages, including those of the Orient 
since he was fascinated by the ancient 
alphabets. He went early to Rome where 
his work attracted the attention of the pow- 
erful Duke of Parma, who had the largest 
printing plant in Italy. He made it the most 
famous of all Europe. To this day the pub- 
lications by Bodoni are treasures of the 
wealthy and of the best museums. His 
Homer is called magnificent. Scholars still 
marvel how accurately he reproduced the 
Greek letters found on old manuscripts. He 
published editions of Greek, Latin, Italian 
and French classics. He published the 
Lord’s Prayer in 155 different languages, 
cutting all the type faces himself.

Bodoni type is probably the most mod- 
ern used today and generally is regarded 
the easiest to read and, because of its sim- 
plicity, among the most beautiful. This in 
itself is a perfect tribute for a typeface 
cut by a man who died more than 100 
years ago.

Middle Age Always 


Begins in Middle Spread 


The spread is neither healthy nor inevitable . .. at any 
age. But this figure fault is so characteristic of the middle 
age figure we have come to think of it as being in the 
nature of things and disregard the causes—too little ex- 
ercise, slumping amidships and, alas, overeating. 


The correction is to restore 
live tones to the girdle muscles. 
There is a three-way control 
through the midsection. One 
pair of muscles runs up and 
down, the full length of the ab- 
dominal wall—their muscular 
pull is up. A broad band of flat 


‘muscles comes in on the bias, 


covering the side-front of the ab- 
domen—their pull is in. And 
underneath are transverse layers 
of muscle designed to flatten. 

To get the gist of it, begin 
with the lower abdominal mus- 
cles and pull up strongly, center- 
ing the up-pull through the mid- 
section. This brings the in-pull 
muscles into the act, and the ef- 
fect is streamlines. Don’t put 
the cart before the horse and try 
to raise chest and shoulders— 
the up-pull must be centered 
thr.ugh the middle and held 
with those muscles. 

If this posture is too much ef- 


_ fort, more tone is needed in the 


muscles. It is particularly im- 
portant to restore tone to the 
abdominal muscles as weight is 
lost. Otherwise the organs which 
hav. been partially supported 
with fat will sag, which brings 
on a feeling of depression. 

Here are three progressive, 
toning exercises ... 

Position: Lie on back on floor, 
feet elevated to bench or chair 
seat to give internal organs a 
lift, arms down at sides. 

Movement: Bring one knee 
vigorously up toward chest as 
both arms are raised and 
stretched back on floor over- 
head. Pull! Concentrate on the 
up-and-in, pull of the abdominal 
muscles, pressing small of back 
to floor. Return arms and foot 
ty starting position and continue 
flexing alternate knees — six 
counts, later 12, still later 18. 

Position: Lie on back on floor, 
legs elevated to low bench, arms 
down at sides. 

Movement: Raise hips up to 
straight line and fling arms back 
on floor at the same time. Do 
not arch small of back. Give a 
strong up-and-in pull with the 
abdominal muscles while hips 
are elevated. Hold. Lower hips 
to floor and arms to sides. Re- 
peat 10 times, relax, repeat an- 
other 10 counts. 

The last exercise is rugged 
and not for softies—three times

Todav’s article is for both parents and teachers. 


To begin with, one does not 
have to be a teacher to discuss 
school. So, as a mother and also 
as someone who is at present 
watching a group of small boys 
and girls begin their school life, 
I would have felt that I had a 
legitimate right to discuss the 
effects of different sorts of 
teachers upon the lives and the 
learning of children. After all, 
school and home should defi- 
nitely not be thought of as be- 
ing in two water-tight compart- 
ments. 

A child’s years in school are, 
in most people's mind, supposed 
to develop his mentality, and in 
a lesser way his or her manual 
skills. But, inescapably, those 
classroom hours and the teach- 
er who presides over them, af- 
fect a child's personality and 
character out of school and pro- 
mote or diminish his happiness. 

But wait—especially if you're 
a teacher and have jumped to 
the conclusion that this is a one- 
sided story. For now, vice versa, 
we want to look at his home 
life and its possible results in 
the classroom. 

We take for granted that 
home life influences a child's 
all-around growth and develop- 
ment, under his parents’ leader- 
ship. Whatever the results of 
home training at home, they 
also affect a child's school life 
and make it easy and productive 
and interesting for the teacher, 
or very, very hard. 

Almost any able teacher, with 
some experience, can size up the 
emotional or mental home life 
of the children who make up 


her flock. This most mothers 
don’t realize. But I do—perhaps 
partly because, for some years 
before my marriage, I had an 
unusually varied experience as 
a teacher.

What's Your 
Name Lady? 


Names such as Katharine, 
Agnes, Alice and Dorothy 
portray a feminine frag- 
rance to such an extent that 
day after day when girl 
babies are born parents 
stow these lovely names 
upon them.. 

It is a natural course of 
events for the parents are 
merely matching the sweetness 
of the names with the same 
qualities in their babies. 

Katharine was the name of a 
saint who was martyred in the 
Fourth Century. It is thought 
to have come from the Greek, 
Kathara meaning “pure.” Early 
English forms of the name were 
Katerin, Katelin and Catlin. The 
spelling with the “th” came in 
about the 16th Century. Kitty 
and Kaye were common in the 
16th Century. The pvupularity of 
the name was transferred from 
England to North America. A 
recent list of popular names 
showed that a variant, Kathleen, 
was more popular than the 
Original, Other variants are 
Katherine, Kathryn, Catherine 
and Catherina. 

The source of the name Agnes, 
comes from the Greek word, 
Agnos. It signifies “chaste” or 
“pure” and it has been con- 
fused with the Latin agnus. 
This latter means lamb and 
since the “lamb” has long been 
used as symbol of innocence, a 
double derivation for Agnes 
would have been sufficient. A 
saint of this name was one of 
the early martyrs. , 

Agnes waned somewhat in 
popularity during the early mod- 
ern times, but entered a new 
cycle in the 19th Century. 

Alice was a popular name in 
both France and England dur- 
ing the 12th Century. By the 
middle of the 17th Century it 
became rather old fashioned and 
ceased to be widely used. It 
returned to favor during the 
19th Century. At present, it 
seems to suggest simplicity and 
a certain lavender and old lace 
quality, 

The name comes from the 
Anglo-Saxon Ethel (“noble”) by 
way of the obsolete Adelicia 
(“noble cheer’) according to 
reference in Partridge’s “Name 
This Child.” 

“The Gift of God” is the 
Greek translation of the word, 
Dorothy and is the name of a 
Third Century martyr. More 
than 1,000 years passed before 
the name became popular or 
even common in England. The 
name was much used in Ameri- 
ca and as recently as 1920 it 
appeared on the list of popular 
names. An important variant is 
the name Dorothea. Theadoro 
is the same name with the other 
name reversed.

Feet are like people. They don’t like to be crowded or 
abused, and they respond gratefully to considerate treat- 
ment. If you have to be on your feet most of the day 
you'll be well repaid if you give more than a passing 


thought to their comfort. 

Select shoes that are big 
enough and provide plenty of toe 
room. A pump will give your 
feet more all-around support 
than the sandal with its fret- 
work of straps. 

Cutting corns is dangerous, for 
there is always the chance of a 
slip that will cause a wound, and 
cuts on the feet are particularly 
liable to infection. Corn plas- 
ters can help, but corns are due 
to ill-fitting shoes, and most 
corns will disappear if proper 
shoes are used. 

A blister can often be avoided 
if a chafed spot in covered with 
one of those ready-to-use adhe- 
sive bandages that has the com- 
press affixed to the adhesive. If 
a blister has developed, apply a 
small amount of tincture of 


iodine to a point on the edge. 
Sterilize a needle in an open 
flame, and puncture the blister 
where the iodine was applied. 
Press out the water by applying 
gentle pressure to the 


keeping fingers away fgom the 


puncture point, and cover with 
a ready-to-apply adhesive band- 
age. — 
Painful ingrowing toenails can 
usually be avoided if nails ire 
trimmed straight across. Never 
round them at the corners, or 
curve them into points. 

Removing your shoes a couple 
of times during the day, and sit- 
ting for a few minutes with your 
feet elevated, will — circula- 
tion and prevent swelling.
